The Western Terminus of the C. P. R. 

[London Advertiser] 

Attention in British Uoluiibia is 
now turned to the discussion of tbe 
Canada Pacific. Itspema to have ut 
last penetrated the mitula of our way- 
ward western bretbein that tbe Do- 
minion Grovernrasut is really in 
earnest in pushing forward the railway, 
and that it is necessary as a prelimin- 
ary to settle upon a route through the 
Cascade ranges and u suitable terminus 
at tide-water. Bute and Dean's aud 
the Frasar Hirer are waging a fierce 
■war for tbe possession of the prize. 
The new survey of the Fruser River 
canyons hasiicen the occasion of inucb 
joy in Now Westminster and vicinity, 
people their feeling fully confident 
that a thorough survey will show the 
practicability of tbe route and its .-.u- 
periority over all others. Victorians 
view the situation, so far as New 
Westminster is concerned, with a fed • 
ing akin to jealousy, and the Victoria 
papers give expression to the senti- 
merits of the islanders by poo poohiug 
the pretentions oi tho Westminster 
people. One paper [The Colonist] ail 
vauccs tho ideti that luu new ourvey 
has been undertaken "to demonstrate 
the entire impracticability of the Fra- 
ser route, which, weare given to un- 
derstand, has been alreudy declared 
impracticable by tbe highest engineer- 
ing authority in tho Dominion in eon- 
sequence of the vastamouut of heavy 
work that would be requited to con- 
struct a railway through the canyons. 
Apart, however, from the engineering 
view, there are other points that must 
he taken into consideration in fixing j 
upon a route for the Canadian Pacific j 
Railway through British t olumbia. Li 
is) conceded that a hue of uailway it 
brought down the Fruser would ter- 
minate at Bute Inlet. Therefore, Lb it 
isb. commerce on the PueiHc must pass 
under the guns of San Juan," 
In reply to this, a writer in thb West- 
minster "Herald" quotes from Imray's 
Sailing Directions . to disprove this.; 
I in ray says:" That SimJnaii commands 
neither Fruser Rivei nor Victoria bar- 1 
bor; especially binee the introduction 
of steam vessels and the discovery of 
Rosario Channel." LI is the Victorian 
journalist regards asan "extraordinary , 
statement," as Kosario Channel had, 
through an archipelago ol islunds 
which, boiug in the bands of tbe Am 
erieaos may be easily fortitied.aud tbe 
ehaunel closed to an enemy's shigping. 
Canal da Haro, which divides Vancou- 
ver from San Juan, is wider than Ro- 
sario; hut its passage is aho command- 
ed by San Juan Island. No ship 
bound to Bui rai d Inlet in time of war 
could pass through either channels 
■ without having liist silenced or run 
the gauntlet of the shore batteries. 
But as to Victoria harbor, Victorians 
think Iinray is right. "11 is accessible 
to our country's vessels under any 
circumstances-, being commanded by 
no land in tho possession of a foreign 
government." Then again, Victoria 
says; "If the Canadian Pacific Railway 
is to be a national highway, it must be 
something moro than a feeder of the 
American lines. Should it terin'ir/ate at 
Burrard Inlet tho Canadian line would 
bo tapped by the Nun hem Pacific, 
and tho trade of the Province would 
fall into tho hands of the Americans. 
Nothing can be plainer than this to ilio 
uiiprejuilired mind; rind were tho Frasor 
tho easiest route that ".hi hi be obtained, 
it must give way bi fore military and 
commercial 01 msi.ier.it ions." 

This discussion of ronton by people on 
tho snot, ihd preshrbdbly well informed 
as to the advantages and disadvantages of 
tho livid lines, will doubtless be, the 
menus of disseminating ft graat deal of 



valuable informal ion on thesubji ct, which 
may be of service to the Government in 
arriving ut a final decision on a puiut of 
audi viial importance.

A Slaughter of 320,000 Bulgarians. 

The Cologne "Gazette" observes 
that Bulgaria has on several occasions 
figured in history as the scene of "at- 
rocities" no less horrible than those 
lately committed by theBasbi Paz. inks. 
TheCrtek Einperor B.isilius II. was 
nicknamed " Bulgaroktouos" because 
ho ordered 15,UuU Bulgarian prisoners 
to have their eyes put out, a few only 
boiug left with one rye in order that 
they mia ht guide their fellow- prison 
el's back to their homes. Even more 
atrocious was the massacre of the 
Gothic settlers in Bulgaria. The much 
praised Emperor Claudius II. give.-, 
the following account of this massacre 
in a letter cited by tho historian Tie- 
bellious Pollio: "Claudius Broccho; 
Delevimus trecento, viginti miilio 
Gothorum, duo mill in navium Bub- 
mersimus. TfiCrta sunt Humina scutis; 
spatbis et lauceolia omnia littoraoper- 
iuntur: cam pi ossihus latent tecti; nul- 
lum iter purum est; nigt-ns carrngp 
deserts est; tnntum luulierum copiuiua 
ut binas et tertian tnulieres victor sibi 
miles possit adjungore. (Claudius to 
Brocchus: We have destroyed 320,000 
tioths and sunk 2,000 ships. The 
rivers are covered with shiolds, then 
banks with spears and pikes, and the j 
lields with bones; no road is free from 
blood; the hugb barricade of wagons 
is deserted : and we have captured so 
many women that each of our conquer- 
ing soldiers can take two or three for 
his share.")

A CASSIATt MAIL. 

Tho Senators and nicmbors of tbo 
Commons in town bove Bent a telegram 
to Ottawa asking that ft mail bo dis- 
patched to Cassinr during tbo winter 
mouths. The request will bo backed 
by a memorial from business men and 
miuors in this city. It is to be hoped 
tbat tho application will moot with a 
favorable response. Lost winter no 
mail was sent to tbo diggings. The mi- 
ners were left nearly six mouths with- 
out letters or papers, except a few that 
wjri taken in by private bauds. Intelli- 
gence of tho loss of the steamship 
Pacific, which encompassed tho ruin 
of many Cassiar miners, did not roach 
Deaso Creek until tho 13th of Febru- 
ary, three months and nine days after 
the occurrence of tbo disaster. This 
is almost tho slowest time on record; 
but uot quite so slow as the news of 
tbo defeat and surrender of Napoleon 
I. , was in reaching York Factory in 
tbo Hudson Bay territory — two years 
elapsing between the surrender and tho 
reception of tlio news at tbat remote out- 
post of civilization. But that was before 
tho era of steamships, of railways and of 
the telegraph. E.'ents crowd upon each 
other ho quickly in this utilitarian age thut 
peoplo ore not satisfied Witb tho slow- 
coach habits of their forefathers. Cas- 
siar ij a very important district of the 
' Proviuco and a vory largo contributor to- 
wards the Dominion treasury. Iu three 
years upwards of $2,500,000 worth of du- 
tiable goods have gono into tliose mines. 
These have yieldod ft Customs and e.velso 
revenuo of fully $-100,000. It is to the 
interest of tho Doiiriinon, then, to sustain 
and foster a permament population in our 
northern mines. As good customers for 
duty-paying articles are not found in any 
other part of the Dominion in proportiou 
to nuaihers. To usk such men to shut 
themselves up in a region almost Arctic iu 
its climate, without society, and then de- 
prive tliem of cornmuuicalion with tho 
outer world for six months in tho year, 
•would, indeed, bo equivalent to asking 
thorn to ituituto the bear and dream away 
tho best half of their existence. Cassiar- 
iuns ouylit to havu a winter mail service 
Without it mon cannot bo expected to re- 
man there and couttibutc towards tlie 
support of tho Canadian Government. 
They will drift away and their summer 
earnings will go to swell the revenuo of a 
toroign country. "\Vo do not believe that, 
considering the paltry expenditure neces- 
sary to seouro the sorvico that tho Do- 
minion Government will hesitate a single 
moment to comply with the request. Mr. I 
Wallace, the Po.-totlico Inspector, will, we 
think, buck up tho prayer of tho memori- 
alists, and wo do not anticipate non-suc- 
cess,

On motion Mr. James Fell was unani- 
mously voted to tho Chair and Mr. C. 
Morton officiated as aeoretary. 

JAMES BAY W.Uii). 

Mr. W. C. Robinson reported on be- 
half of tho James 13 iy Ward Committee 
that a groat number of rat -payers had 
signed the requisition for Messrs. Trounce 
and Redfern, and that s^ne otuers, al- 
though strongly in favor of tho reform 
movement, declined for private reasons to 
sign.

JOHNSON STKEET WARD, 

Mr. Geo. C. Keays, representing Jolm- 
flon Street Ward Committee, s-ai I tuat the 
whole of the canvass had devolved on him 
and that his private business had prove. it- 
ed more than a partial canvass of tho 
Ward — principally that of tin; west end 
Tho requisition (for Messrs. Fiulayson 
aj)d Keast) was, however, numerously 
signed. (Hear, hear ) 

Mr. Keays informed the meeting that 
Mr. Finlayson stands very high ill the 
Ward and hud excellent prospects of be- 
ing elected. 

Mr. Tierney was suro that Mr. A. Keast 
was also very strong amongst the rate- 
payers, and that thu course pursued by 
him when representing the Ward in the 
Council was an honorable one and such 
as commanded the approbation of tho 
tho pooplo (hear, hoar).
